position of chief clerk of Mr. Michael Dawson, 
whose suspension from duty had browght. about 
the abstention from work of the office staff of 
clerks at the North Wall. Mr. Dawson s return 
to duty wae quickly followed by the resuming 
of duty by the clerical staff. This section of the 
trouble ended, the situation remaining was 
concerned with the eailors and firemen, who 
had handed in notices terminating their engage- 
ments on board the fleet of cargo steamers. 
Some of them were paid off yesterday. All the 
men expressed themselves ready to instantly 
resume their places on board the ships and 
proceed to sea if the requests that they had 
made regarding the passages and escort were 
granted. Shippers and others affected by the 
stoppage of the sailings of these vessele eageriy 
awaited signs of a settiemont of the dispute. 


DRASTIC CHANGE LAST NIGHT. 

A drastic change, and an entirely new 
feature, waa introduced into the dispute last 
night. As a sequel to the paying off of the 
regular crews a these crose-Channe! boats of 
the company, there arrived from Holyhead by 
he mail steamer, roughly, about eixty ' biue- 
jacketa " belonging to the Royal Naval Reserve.

: A NEW IRISH POET. 

The V ce ef Fionn “ is based on 
the old Irish legend ef the pursuit of Diar- 
muid and Grainne. e author, who is, 
we understand, a Lecturer in English in 
University College, Dublin, is a young 
man, ahd this is his first serious essay in 
poetry. . The m is aot without certain 
signs of youth, particularly in its exuber- 
ance of tancy and lack of economy—but 
these are tritling blemishes. On the other 
hand, it dispiays such maturity and 
breadth of human feeling, such mastery of 
expression, there are so many varied beau- 
ties of simile, that it is, on the whole, a 
surprising achievement. It is a pleasure, 
moreover, to read a poem which, with the 
exception of one or two obstinate obscuri- 
tres, yields its meaning so lucidly. The 
dislocation caused by the doubling back of 
the narrative to recount the earlier tale of 
the flight of Diarmuid and Grainne leads 
to some confusion, and one misses that 
striking part of the old legend which tells 

i. sore wounded 
by the magic boar, and would not bring to
